dead and thousands homeless. 
Relief along the smaller streams 
was expected soon, however, for 
although scattered showers still 
were reported throughout 
the 
area, the downpours which dump- 
ed as much as two Inches of 
water in a half hour had stopped. 
The dead included:

collapsed while fighting a lumber 
yard fire, and died in three feet 
of flood water.

"Then, 10 days later, we were 
back in action with reokle replace- 
ments. On the night of Jan. 20-21 
we launched a drive at the Ra- 
pido river. 
"Two companies and one pla- 


:oon of another company of the 
first battalion got across, and the 
second and third battalions went 
across the second night. We were 
under a terrific handicap. The area 
was heavily defended. 
W* fired 


39,000 rounds of artillery In prep- 
aration for the crossing and still 
their machine guns and small arms 
kept firing just the same. 
Both Side* River Mined. 


"They had mined both sides oj 
the river and had strswn barbed 
wire across the far side. 
Every 
rubber assault boat that we uiec 
in crossing was punctured anc 
sunk. 
We tried to build elgh 


bridges. One of them got up. Al* 
the crossing was done on that one 
bridge. 


"The river was 40 feet wide 


and 30 to 30 feet deep, and awlft 
It had a six-foot bank on each 
side. The Germans had cleared al 
the trees and brush and literally 
laced it with machinegun fire. 


"The engineers did a magnlflcen' 


job. But they just couldn't bridgj 
the river under those clrcumstan 
c«s. The assault boats were scat 
tered....many men in them were 
killed. 


"Contrary to some report*, we 
did not withdraw from the Rapldo 
river. We stayed there. Our rifle 
companies had tremondous losses. 
"W* lost two 
battalion com- 
mander* killed, plus all members 
of their staffs and all their com- 
pany commanders. 


"We sent out strong patrols to 


get our wounded back. 
We lost 


half the patrols. Then Capt Joe 
Cunningham, our mudical officer, 
tried an armistice under the Ge- 
neva flag to bring in our woun- 
ded, x x x A German officer came> 
down to talk. 
Armistice to Get Out Wounded. 
An armistice was declared from 


12:30 to S.'SO p. m. The German 
officer had his soldiers help get 
our wounded. The Germans were 
in new uniforms with the insignia 
of the Afrlka Corps. There was a 
lot of swapping clgarets, talking. 
The armistice wai extended to 5 
p. m. 


"One man got an iron cross but. 


the German wouldn't sell it 
for 
fear if anything happened to him 
the American money in his poc- 
ket would indicate he had robbed 
a fallen soldier. 
The 
Germans 


wouldn't go through a dead man's 
poekeU even for clgarets. 
They 


have 
«, strict code about that.. 


But they'd bargain everything for 
< 
a cigaret, 


"They said our wounded were 
being taken care of... .They said 
they would burn nine of our men 
whose bodies were still hanging 
in their borbed wire. 


"We found they had friend chic- 


ken, frozen foods, good equipment 
fine gun 
emplacements. 
Threr 


wounded men was all we could 
find to bring back, But there were 
many dead. 


Mexican Was Klihter. 
"I'll never forget a Mexican sol- 


dier who had one foot blown off 
on th* other side of the Rapldo 
Ha kept shooting Germans until 
his ammunition was gone, then he 
used his bayonet and left it In a 
German, and then he crawled up 
on the sentry, got him down and 
eut his throat. And he swam trie 
river and got back to our lines. 


"A Lieutenant Davay (now cap- 


tain) took 12 men 600 yards be- 
yond the river and brought them 
back safely.
